lazy. It is interesting to note that letters from 


Vienna were about eight days on the route, 
from Venice fourteen to seventeen days, and 
from Rome twenty-one days. When the matter 
contained in the letters, together with the news 
retailed at second-hand, failed to fill the sheet, 
the remaining space was left blank. 

Intelligence of every sort found a place in the 
journal. Among the most interesting occur- 
rences noted was the manufacture of the tele- 
scope by. Galileo. The correspondent from 
Florence writes, on Sept. 4, to the effect “that 
the Government of Venice made a considerable 
present to Signor Galileo, of Florence, Profes- 
sor of Mathematics at Padua, and increased his 
annual stipend by 100 crowns, because with dili- 
gent study he found out a rule and measure by 
which it is possible to see places thirty miles 
distant as if they were near, and, on the other 
hand, near objects to vear much larger than 
they are before our eyes.“ 

The news received from Prague affords a dis- 
turbed picture of plunder and murder in the 
streets of the city. It appears that at this pe- 
riod men and women were daily sized by ban- 
dits, robbed, strangled, and thrown into the 
Moldau. Seven bodies were taken from the 
watcr in one day; and at another time seven 
malefactofs were ap r “who con- 
fessed that, on the IsSth of month, they 
threw about fourteen persons into the water, 
and that their band numbered about eighty, 
who were, for the most part, natives of Prague.”

When chal- 
lenges came, they were referred to the responsi 
ble party, who always punished his man, and 
who soon settled all the difficulties of his jour- 
nal. Others followed the example, and took 
into their employ young men with fighting 
qualities, or ex-army officers, who knew how to 
handle a sword, if not a pen. In the end the 
journalists found that the system could be just 
as well applied to their little disputes with 
Dame Justice. The law requires a responsible 
signature to each journal, and hence recognized 
the signer as responsibie. From this to employ- 
ing an ignorant and needy individual to sign 
these was but a step, and the system of gerants 
now prevailing was inaugurated. In a majority 
of cases it is the paid gerant who goes to prison, 
while the paper pays the fines and expenses. 
The real authors of incriminated articles are 
seldom reached.

A POPULAR LONDON THEATRE. 
Ali the Year Round, 

At “ The Britannia, the Great Theatre, Hox- 
ton,” there is to be seen “ an entirely new, 
magnificent comic Christmas Pantomime,’’ by 
name Turlututu,“ and at the Britannia— 
sharply turning a corner and coming on a front- 
age brilliantly illuminated with gas—we arrive 
accordingly. There are few -hangers-on about 
the door. A gentleman attached to the estab- 
lishment, who is lounging on the steps, with a 
colossal cigar in his mouth, informs us that 
there is not standing room in the bouse. 
we have already engaged a box, and to it we are 
led by the most civil of attendants through lo 
passages, their floors unlined by matting, an 
their brick wails covered only with paint. 
There is no effort at decoration, and 
for sanitary reasons it is as well 
that duch should be the case. 
It is a peculiar smell—that which assafls the 
nostrils—a component odor, whose chief in- 
gredients seem to be the perfume of disinfect- 
i fluids and the fragrance of very coarse 
to smoke. But what does the outside at- 
mosphere matter? It is the inside sight which 
we have come to see, and that sight is not be- 
hind the footlights, but before it, consists not 
of actors, but the audience. Imagine a vast 
semicircular structure, more capacious in ap- 
pearance—though the result may be due to the 
absence of all trappings and other ornaments 
—than Drury Lane, packed with between 5,000 


and 6.000 men and women; not a Vacant space - 


on which the eye can rest, above, below, 
around; heads and bodies rising tier upon 
tier, till in the distance they dwindle to indis- 
tmet specks of humanity. Gallery, upper 
boxes, dress-circle, pit.—these comprise the 
divisions of the huge edifice; the box in which 
we are being the only one used this evening 
at least as private. The stage-boxes opposite 
are occupied by some dozen spectators, each 
paying two shillings a head; the price of ad- 
mission to other parts of the house varies from 
one shilling to threepence. Next to the enor- 
mous multitude collected, the great feature 
which strikes us is the character and demeanor 
of thecrowd. The great proportion are work- 
ingmen and women, clad in their working 
clothes; afew are mechanics and artisans, in 
broadcloth and dark tweed. As for the women, 
they are all neatly, but none showily attired. 
There is a fair sprinkling of children in arms. 
Some 30 per cent of the entire audience are 
probably boys between the ages of 12 and 16. It 
is not a polished assemblage; the faces are for 
the most part grimy and the hair unkempt, but 
the patient attention and tranquillity of the 
huge concourse are quite admirable. Nuts are 
cracked, Brobdignagian sandwiches, as thick as 
bricks, and of much the same hue, are consumed, 
foaming pots of porter are quaffed. It is no po- 
lite show of Hght refreshments which is wit- 
nessed, but goed, solid eating, and earnest 
drinking. Yet these do not prevent the audience 
from diligently noting all that is said and done 
on the stage. Nothing could be more orderly, 
nothing could be more decent. Asfor the en- 
tertainment itself, it is in character quite unex- 
ceptionable. There is no expfession or allusion, 
in dialogue or song, which can raise a blush; no 
phrase or sentiment which can shock the most 
susceptibly loyal of subjects. Surely a mighty 
instrument for the harmless amusement of 
5,000 of the me of London, in the heart of such 
a district as Hoxton, at an average of ninepence 
a head, such as the Britannia Theatre, is a boon 
for which the moralist and philanthropist may 
well be grateful.

THE MICHIGAN CENTRAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Dyrnorr, Mich., June 23.—The Michigan Cen- 
tral election, which occurs next Monday, is now 
virtually decided. There is no longer any doubt 
that the present Directors, headed by Sam Sloan 
and Moses Taylor, will carry the day. Informa- 
tion was received here today that both Jay 
Gould and W. H. Vanderbilt have given up the 
fight. Mr. Taylor telegraphs Mr. Joy that on 
the 19th of this month Mr. Vanderbilt called on 
him and delivered to him proxies for 40,000 
shares, with the permission to vote them as he 
pleased.

Finally, in 
order to reach a conclusion of the case, the de- 
cree appealed from by the Railroad Company 
was made pro forma, and an agreed record was 
certified to the Supreme Court of - the State.

Secretary McCrary to Gov. Emery. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., June 23.—The Secretary 
of War has addressed a letter to Gov. Emery, of 
Utah, in further answer to the letter of that of- 
ficer of May 11 asking reinforcement of the 
military posts in that Territory. The Secretary 
says: “Ihave the honorto inform you that 
the subject has undergone a careful investiga- 
tion through the military authorities. While 
not sharing in the belief that the Mormon popu- 
lation of Utah contemplate violence or resist- 
ance tothe lawful authority, it is deemed proper 
to take measures to allay any apprehensions 
stich as are expressed in your letter, and 
in numerous communications upon the same 
subject. It is the desire and purpose of the 
Administration, by the use of all legitimate 
means, to aid the proper authorities in Utah in 
the preservation of peace, protection of the 
rights of all, andthe due enforcement of the 
laws, and to this end such increase of military 
force there as may be practicable will be made 
in due time. During the present summer and 
coming fall Gen. Sheridan hopes to be able to 
increase the garrisons at Cam nes ga and 
Fort Cameron. Should it be though best to 
occupy additional points within the Territory, 
it will be necessary for Congress to appropriate 
funds for barracks and quarters for troops. 
Gen. Sheridan states that he does not fear any 
serious outbreak, but should there be any indi- 
cations or reliable information that such will be 
the case, we have troops av le and can send 
them tnere at any time.

THE PROPOSED SUNDAY LAW. 

The very earnest and pious gentlemen and 
ladies who desire the legal enforcement of a 
religious observance of the Sunday are still 
at work, urging signatures to petitions ask- 
ing action on the subject by the City Coun- 
cil. On last Sunday several clergymen de- 
livered sermons more or less intemperate on 
the question, and at several meetings of 
clergymen of different sects held on week 
days the matter has been warmly discussed. 
We suppose similar sermons will be preached 
to-day, and the agitation will be kept up 
until it receives a popular quietus. We do 
not question the motives of these people, but 
we do question their judgment as to the 
manner in which the reform they seek shall 
be accomplished. : 

In the first place, the demand is that all 
places where liquor is sold shall be closed on 
Sunday, and the sale of liquor prohibited on 
that day. This demand is made on the as- 
sumption that there is something sinful and 
immoral in the sale of liquor, and that this 
sinfulness and immorality are aggravated by 
being committed on Sunday. The City 
Council, therefore, is asked to interpose to 
prohibit the desecration of the Suuday by 
the license given to this immorality. If this 
proposition were universally accepted by so- 
ciety in this or any other country, the de- 
mand would be reasonable and would be 
generally conceded ; the trouble is, that the 
immorality of the sale and the use of liquors 
is not conceded by the people of this or any 
other country, and hence, with the excep- 
tion of a few localities in the United States, 
there is no legal prohibition of such sale or 
use. It is urged that all members of churches 
shall unite in pressing this demand on the 
City Council, and it is claimed that the City 
Council, representing the religious body of 
the people, should embody the wishes 
of that class in the form of a pro- 
hibition of the double crime of selling 
liquor and violating the Sabbath. In all the 
sermons and debates on this question, and 
in the memorial itself, there is an abandon- 
ment of all attempt to lead men to a knowl- 
edge of the crime against morals and relig- 
ion, and an appeal to force. Laying aside 
the weapons of reason, and of prayer, and of 
Divine aid, the petitioners rely on force,— 
on the enactment of laws, on the police- 
man’s club, on arrests, punishments, and 
confiscations. Thé day for employing force 
to carry out religious dogmas has passed 
away. Centuries of war and bloodshed to 
make men moral and religious have shown 
how futile is force in the control and direc- 
tion of conscience. The morality which the 
Church has succeeded in planting in the 
hearts of men, thereby giving a moral and 
religious tone to the laws, customs, and 
social and political institutions of man- 
kind, has been that which in the 
absence of force has appealed to the 
hopes and fears, the love of home and of 
family, to the desire for peace and content- 
ment, and to material welfare, and has held 
out a promise of eternal happiness as a result 
of decorous, honest, devout, and blameless 
lives. Men may be led by words of reason, 
and fraternal love, and religious instruction 
and exhortation, but force never convinces 
and almost universally provokes and embit- 
ters opposition. We havein this appeal by 
the Church that force shall take the place of 
moral teAching, aided by Divine power, a 
confession that those in the Church who 
hold commissions to preach Divine truth and 
lead men to follow honorable and sinless 
lives are either too lazy or incompetent to 
do their Master’s work, or have no faith in 
the efficacy of Divine assistance, or confi- 
dence in what they are proclaiming as Divine 
truth. | 

The clergymen and others who are urging 
this appeal to force to compel the religious 
observance of Sunday confidently repre- 
sent that the portion of the community 
who sustain them are largely in the 
majority in Chicago, and that the City 
Council should accept their petition as an 
instruction from constituents to their repre- 
sentatives. In this they greatly exaggerate 
their own numbers, and misrepresent pub- 
lic sentiment. The population of Chicago is 
cosmopolitan. It embraces people born in 
all parts of the civilized world. A large 
majority of the adults of ‘the city 
were born in foreign countries, where 
the customs, laws, and habits know 
no such thing as a legal enforcement 
of Sunday laws in order to maintain what is 
known as the Puritan Sabbath. Such 
a Sunday is unknown to the law outside of 
the United States. These people and their 
immediate descendants constitute over two- 
thirds of the population of Chicago, and, as 
a rule, they are opposed on principle to any 
law regulating or coercing the social man- 
ners or the religious practices of the people. 
Of the voting population of this city the or- 
thodox Protestant sects cannot muster over 
12,000. Of the active political members 
of the Catholic churches there are prob- 
ably 12,000 of English-speaking voters and 
3,000 of German and other nationalities. 
There are about 3,000 Hebrew voters, and 
about 2,000 voters belonging to unorthodox 
Protestant bodies. The church members 
who are voters number about 32,000. The 
whole number of voters in the city is about 
68,000, and the 36,000 in addition to the 
church members include the great body of 
persons who, though born of Christian 
parents, have ceased affiliation in the church- 
es in which. they have been raised, 
and also that other large body who are not 
professing Christians in any form. It will 
be seen that these persons of the orthodox 
Protestant churches, who are pressing this 
demand for the legal establishment of a Sun- 
day such as they want, are but a small 

minority of the whole body of voters, and 
before they can claim to represent even an 
approximation toa majority of the people, 
they must include the Roman Catholics of 
all nationalities, and the Jews, and also the 
members of the non-orthodox churches. We 
do not mean that all the persons outside of 
the orthodox Protestant churches are in 
favor of keeping saloons open on Sunday, or 
would object if they were all closed by their 
proprietors. The objection is not to having 
the saloons closed on Sunday or any other 


| do so knowing that its constant use is fatal 
to health; that it is naturally intoxicating; 
that it leads to drunkenness, with all its 
hed consequences. They will all admit 

it has no compensating qualities, and 

that they use it merely to gratify a senseless 
and vicious appetite. Not so with the con- 
sumers of beer and wines. They have in- 
ited a taste for these from ancestors dat- 
ing back as far as the Christian era. The use 
of this beer and wine has been universal, 
and has never converted the nations who use 
them as food into drunkards. Their na- 
tional use is consistent with thrift, intelli- 
gence, and temperance. It is impossible to 
change the convictions of those who use 
beer and wine. It is useless to tell them 
they are drinking poison; and moral 
suasion with them will be as abortive 
as force. The friends of temperance havo 
therefore a field before them ripe for the 
harvest. They have many thousands of men 
engaged in the sale and in the use of purely 
alcoholic drinks,—drinks ¢onfessedly inju- 
rious to health, and leading up to all the 
calamitous consequences of drunkenness. 
These persons are prepared to admit all these 
‘facts, and to confess how beneficial it would 
be if they were to abandon the habit. Let the 
churches and the ministers of religion all 
unite on the common ground of appealing 
personally to the reason and consciences of 
these men; let them resort to all the agen- 
cies of prayer and social influence ; let them 
attack alcohol in the name of the Great Mas- 
ter they serve, and lead away from the sa- 
loons ail these people, who are already aware 
of their danger and aware of their own 
wrong, and are thus prepared to listen to and 
follow the appeal of religion, morality, 
health, and decency. This appeal—this resort 
to moral suasion—should not be con- 
fined to selling liquor or drinking it on Sun- 
day. Whatever is wrong, and immoral, and 
fatal to health, is as criminal on a week day 
as on Sunday. Men cannot condone for im- 
morality during six days by abstaining on 
Sunday. Whatever crime there be in drink- 
ing or selling on Sunday is a crime against 
personal health and public morality and de- 
cency, and no action too immoral or inde- 
cent, or too fatal to personal health, to be 
permitted or tolerated on Sunday should be 
permitted or tolerated on any other day. By 
a proper, and earnest, and united effort much 
may be done to draw men away from the use 
of spirituous and purely alcoholic drinks,— 
the beverages which fire the brain to mad- 
ness and destroy the moral and physical 
strength of men. Each man thus persuad- 
ed to leave the saloons is a customer 
lost; and, as these lost customers multi- 
ply in numbers, the saloons cease to 
be profitable, and by the simple operation of 
lack of custom they close, not merely on 
Sundays, but on week days; close finally, and 
tempt and ruin men no more. In this way, 
by personal effort, men who drink what is 
substantially poison may be rescued, and 
more saloons be closed than can ever be 
closed by force. Moral teaching in such a 
matter is far more efficacious than law; the 
voice of reason and of awakened conscience 
is more potent than the policeman’s club; 
and the realization of peaceful homes and 
happy firesides a stronger inducement to re- 
form than arrests, and fines, and the degra- 
dations of imprisonment. The field is a 
large one. The harvest is ripe; and the 
question for the Church is, whether it has 
servants competent and willing to undergo 
the labor of gathering it, instead of calling 
on the law and appealing for more troops.” 


THE MICHIGAN AVENUE SCHEME. 

Some weeks ago Ald. BALLAnD introduced 

a resolution into the Council providing for 
the transfer by the city to the South Park 
Commissioners of Michigan avenue, running 
from Randolph or Madison street to Thirty- 
fifth street, and of Thirty-fifth street from 
Michigan avenue to the Grand Boulevard, 
on condition that the South Park Commis- 
sioners should immediately improve these 
streets as pleasure-drives and assume con- 
trol of them as of other boulevards in the 
Park system. A better plan would be to 
transfer the avenue as far as the city limits 
(Thirty-ninth street), if any such scheme is 
feasible. However, this resolution was re- 
ferred to a committee, and, as far as we 
know, has never since been heard from. Be- 
fore the Council adjourns for a summer va- 
cation, we suggest that this matter be taken 
up and given sufficient consideration to as- 
certain definitely what may be done under 
the law. Public sentiment in favor of the 
scheme is all but unanimous; in the whole 
discussion of the subject we have not heard 
of a single objection being made to it; if 
necessary, we presume a petition in favor of 
the undertaking would receive the signatures 
of ninety-nine out of every 100 property- 
owners in the South Division, which is 
mainly concerned. Michigan avenue in its 
present condition is almost impassable; it 
is useless for heavy teaming as well as for 
pleasure driving. The property-owners will 
not voluntarily repave it with the certainty 
staring them in the face that it will be cut 
up and ruined within a year by the trucks, 
and they cannot be compelled to pay for r¢- 
paving it by process of law within two years 
after commencement of proceedings to that 
end. It will not do to set the prece- 
dent of repaving at general expense of 
the city, for this would open up 
an opportuniiy for Aldermanic log- 
rolling and expenditure of the public moneys 
far beyond the sewerage and gas-lamp op- 
portunities. Ifa transfer can lawfully be 
made to the South Park, the cost of repaving 
will fall upon the people of the South Divis- 
ion and Hyde Park, who are the ones who 
will be esp®cially benefited: 

The hitch is in the authority of the Council 
to make the necessary transfer, and itis on 
this point that the Law Department should 
be required to give its opinion; and as a 
matter of general public interest we have no 
doubt that the opinions of several of the 
leading lawyers in the city could be obtained 
without cost to the city. There seems to be 
no doubt that, under the authority of the 
present charter, the Council may vacate 
Michigan avenue or any other street; but 
whether their power extends beyond 
this, or whether the street reverts 
to the original owners of the property 
in case it be vacated, are questions 
that require to be determined. If the city 
has authority to transfer the street to the 
South Park Commissioners, there seems to 
be no reason why they may not assume it 
and improve it as a part of the Park system.

WOMAN SUFFEKAGE. 

The women-suffragists of England have 
once more made their annual raid upon Par- 
liament under the banner of Jacos Bricut 
in quest of the elective franchise, and have 
once more met defeat; the peculiarity of the 
defeat as distinguishing it from past ones 
being that it is more complete. The English 
newspapers and periodicals, in view of the 
defeat, are also indulging in their annual dis- 
cussion of the question of women's disa- 
bilities,” and some of them, particularly the 
tator, make a very strong argument to 

that woman should not have the politi- 
cal ballot. The Spectator’s argument is 
worth reproducing. It proceeds upon the 
basis that ‘‘ A man’s vote is the index of a 
force lying behind the vote; a woman’s vote 
would have no corresponding force behind 
it.” The best Parliament is that which rep- 
resents the forces really governing the 
country ; therefore it is important that only 
the really governing force should be represent- 
ed in Parliament. It illustrates this position 
as follows: The women of England, if they 
had the vote, would undoubtedly vote upon 
the side of the oppressed Christians and Rus- 
sia in the Eastern question, and a Parliament, 
in the election of which they had a share, 
would undoubtedly be in favor of interven- 
tion on behalf of the Greek Christians. But 
a majority of the men are in favor of main- 
taining a strict neutrality. A majority of 
the House of Commons, therefore, might be 
pressing intervention upon the Ministry, 
which, according to constitutional precedent, 
would have to resign its position or its con- 
viction. In either case, the men who are to 
fill the armies, man the war-ships, and pay 
the larger part of the taxes, being altogether 
opposed to going to war, who would compel 
them? Who would fill the armies? Who 
would march to battle and fight the enemy ? 
The women could not and the men would 
not. Thus there would be a House of Com- 
mons that could not fulfill its legitimate func- 
tions, and, consequently, an end of Parlia- 
mentary Government. The argument is sum- 
marized as follows: 

The franchise would be enjoyed by women on 
conditions which would make it either unnecessary 
or useless. If they are to make their power in the 
State felt when, and only when, they have brought 
men round to their views, they can obtain all that 
they want from Parliament without having votes. 
If their strength lies in the conversions wrought by 
them, they have as many opportunities of working 
conversions now as they would have if they had the 
franchise. If they are not to make their power 
in the State felt upon any points on which they 
think differently from men, how will the franchise 
profit them? An ability which you dare not use 
differs only in name from a disability. 

The argument made by the Spectator is 
substantially that made by Tue Curcaco 
Tamer a few years ago, when Mrs. Liven. 
moRE headed the noble army of the 
Sorosis in its determined raid upon the 
ballot. At that time we contended that it was 
only the sex from which soldiers and police are 
taken—or, in other words, the class of force 
or the governing element—that should be ad- 
mitted to the franchise. The reply was 
made by the agitators that there were many 
men incapable of martial force and were 
practically non-combatant, such as old men, 
sickly men, cripples, and others. This is 
admitted ; but they belong to the sex of force, 
and their views are in harmony with that 
class which furnishes the governing power 
of force, and they would use that force if 
they were young, healthy, and robust. 
Their heads and hearts are in favor of force, 
although their legs may be incapable of 
bearing them into battle. The trouble lies 
just here: not one woman in twenty 
is masculine in her feelings and as- 
pirations. Aside from the jokes about 
women’s spunkiness and self-will, leading to 
connubial combats and incompatibility, they 
are a non-resistant race, and in no country 
ever maintained a Government against the 
will of the males. But there is a class of 
women—one in twenty, perhaps—who are 
more masculine than feminine in their feel- 
ings, courage, and aspirations. This sort of 
women sometimes have produced individuals 
who were so resolute as to disguise them- 
selves in male attire and do military duty, 
carry arms, endure the fatigue of service, 
and even march up to the imminent deadly 
preach” without flinching. It is the class 
from whom these spring that furnish the

agitators. They desire the franchise because 


they feel as if they could exercise it. They 
are aggressive, combative, resolute, political, 
independent, and individual, like men. They 
are like Mr. Buarye’s married woman, who 
was about to sign a deed before a Notary in 
one of the back counties of Pennsylvania 
and was asked the usual question if she 
signed it without compulsion or fear of her 


husband. Stepping back one or two paces, 


she put her hands on her hips, set her head 
on one side, and, after looking at the man 
for a moment scornfully and indignantly, ex- 
claimed: I guess, Jedge, you don’t know 
the family.” 

If women generally were of this class they 
would soon have the right to vote, because 
they would step up and seize it, and it would 
be yielded; for hell hath no fury like a 
woman scorned.” But nineteen out of twen- 
ty women have no such puguacious, political 
feelings. They have no masculine tenden- 
cies. They are not combative, aggressive, 
or grasping after political control. They 
have nerves, are sensitive, and naturally 
timorous, unobtrusive, and prefer the ways 
of peace and domestic retirement, the cares 
of home, and the duties of the household. 
They could not seize the ballot. If they had 
it they could not exercise or defend it, or use 
it in any manner so as to carry out their 
wishes contrary to those of men. They have 
not the strength or nerve to compel men to 
obey woman’s orders in matters of war, or 
politics, or appetites, however efficient a 
state of discipline they may maintain in the 
household. 

It is on this point that the English people 
draw the line, and every time the subject 
comes up they draw it more rigidly. Under 
the English laws unmarried women over 
21 years of age, spinsters, or widows 
possessing the requisite property-qualifica- 
tions, may vote for members of School 
Boards, or hold office as members. i

THE SUNDAY Q IN ENGLAND. 

The Sunday ques was again raised in the 
British Parliament on the 7th inst., when Mr. 
Perser TaxyLor moved this resolution: That, 
in the opinion of this House, it is desirable to 
give further facilities for the recreation and in- 
struction of the people by the opening for some 
hours on Sunday of national museums and gal- 
jeries.“ After a long and interesting debate, 
the House divided, and the numbers were: For 
Mr. TaYLor’s motion, 87; against, 229; major- 


ity, 142. While the numbers were so largely 


with the strict Sabbatarians, the prevonder- 
ence of the argument was with the 
mover of the _ resolution. The vote 
is not, indeed, a fair index of the 
strength of the case which Mr. TaYLor ad- 
vocates. It made a considerable gain on this 
very occasion in the person of Mr. W. E. Fors- 
TER, who supported the motion for the first 
time. He denied that it would lead to a fresh 
departure, secing that the people could already 
visit the pictures in Hampton Court on Sunday. 
He did not understand how members could op- 
pose the motion unless they were prepared to 
say that they would not themselves visit muse- 
ums on Sundays, or take their families. For 
the rest, Mr. Forstzr’s arguments were 
familiar enough, and the chief siguifl- 
cance of his speech arose from the 
fact that it announced the conversion to the 
cause of Sabbath enjoyment of so distinguished 
a student of educational reform. 

The religious objection to the opening of mu- 


in England, and the opposition to it proceeds 
principally from the conservative prejudice 
which resists every change merely because the 
idea of itis new. There is not one solid objec- 
tion to the resolution provided religious scru- 
ples be placed out of the account; and we have 
the uncontradicted statement of Mr. TaYLor, 
during the debate, vo the effect that scryples 
of this nature no longer exist. The obvious 
thing to be said in favor of the new movement 
is that Sunday is a good day for poor people, 
and the more they can have of it the better. 
The idea that the economy of Nature could ever 
be preserved by devoting one day in seven to 
solftary confinement was exploded some time 
since, and it has been generally admitted that 
the day can not be more profitably employed 
than in the pursuit of innocent enjoyment. 
Such enjoyment is all the more a public benefit 
when it is taken in the midst of edu- 
cating influences, such as are afforded by 
every good museum or art-gallery. The proposi- 
tions leading up to and supporting the position 
of the Sabbath-reformers are so simple that he 
who runs may read, and he who reads must 
understand. Thelabor of the reformers does 
not consist in finding good reasons for their 
cause, but in dispelling prejudices and combat- 
ing captious objections. The great bugbear 
seems to be that if any concession is made at 
the museums or art-galleries there may bea 
general extension of working hours to Sunday. 
This fear was alluded to in the debate by Lord 
HERVEY, who ridiculed it effgctively, and met it 
with the axiom that the more valuable Sunday 
is made as a holiday, the less likely are the work- 
ing-classes to part with it. 

‘The Sunday question has another and impor- 
tant phase in England peculiar to that country 
and too often slighted in a consideration of the 
subject here. The mass of discontent among 
the poorer people of London constitutes a factor 
in the solution of every social problem. It is a 
troublesome element to deal with. Any means 
of decreasing its weight or consequence will at 
once; command attention and respect, and 
such means may be found in extending 
the advantages of the public museums and 
galleries in every direction. As Mr. TaYLor 
excellently said, in opening the debate, this is a 
question of Divgs legislating for Lazarus, and 
it is almost as tyrannous an interference with 
private judgment to close these institutions to 
people who wish to visit them as it would be to 
compel them to go there who had no desire. 
We apprehend that the vote in favor of 
the resolution in Parliament will 
grow largely and steadily every year; and 
the workmen, of England will soon be allowed 
as free access to the art treasures wifich they 
have helped to pay for as the Lords and Com- 
moners who have voted away the money. We 
believe, moreover, that the study of works of 
art, revealing in themselves the principles of a 
higher religion, or the sight of natural wonders 
and curiosities, or familiar association. with his- 
torical relics and emblems—whether on Sunday 
or any other day~—will produce no serious de- 
terioration of public morals, and cause no in- 
jury to true religion. 

THE TIPPING OF WAITERS NUISANCE. 

Dr. Holland, in the July number of Scribner's 
Magazine, says this whole matter of “ tipping”’ 
waiters, and of waiters expecting to be 
‘“‘ tipped,’’ is a very marked manifestation of the 
poison of pauperism. A man steps into a res- 
taurant to purchase and consume a meal. He 
finds a waiter at his side whose business it is to 
wait upon him. It was for this service ‘that he 
was hired by the proprictor, and he is paid for 
it what his labor is worth. At any 
rate, his service is reckoned into the bill 
of the customer, and, when that billis paid, 
the customer’s obligations are all discharged. 
Nevertheless, there stands the expectant waiter, 
who hopes to be twice paid for his work, or, 
rather, hopes to receive something for nothing. 
The whole army of waiters have become, in their 
souls, beggars. Their little arts of extra at- 
tentiveness are the arts of beggary and nothing 
else. Their practical and obtrusive pauperism 
is a nuisance to the community, as well asa 
curse tothem. Manhood goes out as a fee, un- 
earned, comes in. Manhood stays out of one 
whose expectation is always hankering for a 
tip. We have said that the waiter is paid for 
his service by his employer, but this is not 
always so. 

This same subject is beginning to be discussed 
in the English and Continental papers. The 
London Daily News reports that the Swiss inn- 
keepers intend to make another effort to pre- 
vent their servants from taking gratuities (or, 
rather, blackmailing the guests). The inp- 
keeper dislikes gratuities, because they disor- 
ganize discipline. The waiter is looking out for 
those gifts, which he appreciates more thar his 
wages, when he ought to be carrying out. orders, 
and is bestowing on liberal guests time which 
the landiord thinks should be devoted to the 
perfection of the general arrangements of the 
house. A part of the Swiss movement to 
abolish fees is said to come from the waiters 
themselves, who resent the unfairness with 
which the silver-shower falls,—the popular 
waiters getting the moncy, and not the hard- 
er-worked ones,—and so they are beginning to 
resent this partiality shown to their more smiling 
and obsequious competitors; and now they are 
beginning to declare that taking “tips” is 
contrary to the diynite de i homme. Moralizing on 
this tip“ nuisance, the London, Spectator ob- 
serves: 


The practice of giving fees cannot be stopped by 
innkeepers, who do not see them given: and it 
will not be stopped by the public, who, if English- 
men, apathematise gratuities in books, but give 
them none the less, under some irresistible and 
unacknowledged feeling of compulsion. Nothing 
is more curious than the intense reluctance of En- 
glish people to do away with a practice which 
many of them denounce and none of them cordial- 
ly approve, which costs them money, involves in- 
convenience, and helps to keep up a difference of 
Classes which one-half at least of those who give 
regard with a strong theoretical dishke. The 
sensible man does not deny thatan unearned gift 
is an alms, that an aims given to one who 
can live without it paupe „ and that to 
harden all men against the tendency to pauperism 
is a moral duty of a definite kind; but, while as- 
senting fully to the argument. he puts his hand to 
his pocket tor the expected shilling. The thrifty 
man will acknowledge fully that his waste on petty. 
gifts makes up a war akg on of his silver expendi- 
ture, much 1 the proportion at which we 
recently fixed it, but will give all the same, as 
readily as the judicious man who grumbles, some- 
times audibly—and rather unfairly—that all gifts 
are, sooner or + pour-boire, gifts 
drink. He gives, nevertheless.

A SUCCESSFUL RAID. 
Special Diapaich to The Tribune. 

PirtspurG, Pa, June 23.—During the early 
part of the week Collector Davis received in- 
formation that illicit distilling was being carried 
on to a large extent in the mountains of Fay- 
ette County, near the Virginia State line. He 
at once telegraphed to Washington for author- 
ity to make a raid on the law-breakers, and, re- 
ceiving a favorable answer, he organized a force 
of fifteen men of known courage, and arming 
them with Spencer rifles, in charge of Agent and 
United States Detective Robert McCready, 
started them tothe mountains yesterday after- 
noon with .instructions to proceed to 
the site of the stills and make 
a general raid on all concerned. The men were 
furnished with fourteen rounds of ammunition, 
which, together with the rifles, were shipped to 
Uniontown, Fayette County, where the titting- 
out for the warpath took place. Revolvers also 
formed part of the armament of each man. 
Horses were to be obtained at Uniontown, and 
each of the party was instructed to procure and 
wear a suit of clothing that would give the re- 
semblance of an honest yeoman and peace- 
ful farmer. Nothing less than a skir- 
mish with the distillers was expected, as 
they were known to be desperate men, and 
armed to the teeth. The result, however, 
shows that thev were afraid to lock horns with 
the Government. At 2:30 p. m. Collector Davis 
received the following, which is all that is 
known here up to this time: 

Uniontown, Pa., June 23—2:10 p. m. Our raid 
was a success in every respect. We have seized 
four stills and made ten arrests, six of whom were 
surprised and captured in the distillery at 3 o'clock 
this morning, and are the same persons who made 
the attack on Deputy Houseman and myself on the 
25th inst.

THE PROTECTION LIFE 


Its Officers Swear that Its Stock 
Is Worthless. 


— < 


After Having Stated on Oath to the 
Auditor that It Was Fully 
Paid Up. 


A Chance for Somebody to Investigate 
This Conflict of Testimony. 


A case of considerable interest has been on 
trial for the past two days before Judge 
Rogers in which William O. Osgood is plaintiff 
and the Protection Life-Insurance Company de- 
fendant. The suit was brought to recover 


$8,000 of stock of the Company. It appears 


that the stock in question was issued to Mary 
A. Williams, who paid for it by a check and then 
borrowed the check, giving: some real estate 
security. In the spring of 1873 the stock was 
sold to Osgood, and he asked the Company to 
transfer it to him on its books, but it refused 
on the ground that the stock had not been 
paid for by Williams. Osgood, therefore, 
brought suit to recover damages for this re- 
fusal. The Company raised the defense that 
Williams had not paid for her stock; that the 
method of paying for the stock in all cases was 
by giving checks on a bank, and then borrowing 
them back on real estate security which was 
also scheduled with the State Auditor. The 
real estate Williams gave was rejected at 
Springfield, and she then turned over some 
roperty in Jefferson Park, which was also re- 
jected as insufficient, but which the President 
of the Company now has in Springfield as secur- 
ity for his own stock. The Company also alleg- 
ed that the stock was of no value. | 

The plaintiff showed that in August, 1870, 
when the Company was organized, and at its 
request, Gen. Smith examinedits affairs, and 
reported under oath that it had $110,000 of 
paid-up stock in cash. The officers of the Com- 
pany also swore to the same facts. Among the 
list was Williams’ stock, which was stated to 
have been paid upin cash. The annual report 
of the Company for 1870 filed with the Auditor 
showed the same facts. The reports oi 1872, 
1873, 1874, 1875, and 1876 were also offered in 
evidence, showing continued sales of stock for 
cash, so that by 1875 the whole capital stock of 
$200,000 had been subscribed for and paid up in 
cash. In 1873 dividends were paid to the amount 
of $12,796.67, in 18.4 to the amount of $10,- 
171.26, in 1875 tothe amount of $8,449.13, and 
in 1876 to the amount of $6,421.08. 

The defendante put Messers. Hilliard, the 
President, and Maj. Edwards, the Secretary, on 
the stand, who swore that the stock had not 
“been paid up in cash and that it was 

NOT WORTH ANYTHING, 
in the face of the annual reports which showed 
the stock was sold for 100 cents on the dollar. 
Judge Rogers, an objection being made to this 
testimony, held that this testimony that the 
stock had not been paid fori cash was inad- 
missible, that the Company was estopped from 
proving that the stock was not paid for on the 
ground thatits officers nad committed them- 
selves by their record furnished to the 
State Auditor and therefore could 
not controvert those records and 
prove themselves falsifiers; that Osgood 


was presumed to have purchased onthe faith 


of those records, and that he was misled by such 
false returns, and the Company could not take 
advantace of its own wrong. The case was 
given to the jury Saturday. morning at 10 
o'clock, and about 5 o’ciock in the afternoon 
they returned a verdict in favor of Osgood for 
$10,070.67, that being the value of the stock 
with 6 per cent interest from the time the Com- 
pany refused to transfer it to him. 

This suit places Mr. HilHard in rather an un- 
enviable light, as having sworn from year 
to year that the stock was paid up im cash, as re- 
quired by the laws of the State, and 
yet swearing when his interests were 
the other way that it had not been paid for at 
all. It is also an interesting question to know 
whence the large sums were derived to pay 
$12,700 dividends in one vear, when the Com- 
many advertises that it only retains 10 cents on 
each assessment, and some $4 to $6 on each 
new policy to meet expenses. Certainly it 
would take some time to make $12,000 by these 
small aggregations. In the present suit Messrs. 
C. W. Constantine and C. M. Handy appeared 
for the plaintiffs. and Messrs. Haines and Tripp 
for the Company. 
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A THIEF SHOT. 

Late last nizht Officer Jones, of the Twenty- 
second Street Station, went out on the war-path 
for some young rowdies who have been 
annoying him greatly while traveling his 
beat. Friday night, instead of making thc 
attack under cover, as was usually done, they 
did it openly, and dared him to proceed farther 
than they dictatea, and when he resisted they 
assaulted him with brickbats. The gang all reside 
in the vicinity of Clark and Fourteenth sfreets, 
a neighborhood that has been troublesome to the 
police for years. He procured warrants for 
those whom he knew, and last night started out 
afgerthem. One of the Grin brothers, Jack 
or Teddy, be kus not which, was the 
first one of the gang he ran across. He at- 
tempted to make the arrest. but Griffin re- 
sisted spitefully, and called for his crowd 
to come and aid him. The officer used 
his club freely, in response to se- 
eral stuvning blows from bis prisoner, 
until Griffin suddenlv made a spring, and, jump- 
ing out of his coat. ran off. The officer was 
half-bimded at the moment, and, upon the im- 
pulse of the moment, fired several shots full at 
the refugee. He heard him groan, and found 
some trace of blood, but could not find 
the man, as he had undoubtedly been spirited 
away by his friends. Nothing could be learned 
about the affair, but it was said by one who 
ought to know that Griffin was dangerously 
wounded in the left groin. Tue officer himself 
places credence in the report, and hopes to hear 
fulier particulars before morning.

A Limited Demand for Discounts 
and Light Clearings. 


Produce Markets Moderately Active 
and Irregular---Provisions 
Firmer 


Breadstuffs Strong Early, and Close 
Easier---Hogs in Very Large

FINANCIAL. 


The demand for discounts remained light till the Flax 


end of the week. The counter transactions were 
also limited, as is shown by the clearings of the 
week reported below. The financial condition 
bids fair to continue dull and uninteresting for 
some time. The local failures of banks like that 
at Bloomington, and the failure announced yester- 
day of 8. Pulsifer & Co., of Peoria, reveal the ex- 
istence of considerable pressure upon instita- 
tions that have been weakened by misfo or 
mismanagement. Both these banks stood high, and 
the latter particularly so. Inthe last few months 
there has been an unusual number of failures of 
banks in the country and smaller cities, like Peoria 
and St. Louis. It would be an error to ascribe 
them to any new causes operating in the financial 
world. The flaw in all these cases is an old one, — 
itis only the snap that is new. The announce- 
ment of the suspension is simply the avowal of 
failure in the long-continued efforts to retrieve a 


disaster that, in each case, happened a long time 


ago. Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent at the 
banks to regular customers. On the street the 
usual variations on bank-rates are made.

CLEARINGS OF PRINCIPAL CITIES. 
' The Public. 

Only five cities report larger bank clearings for 
the two weeks ending June 16 than for the corre- 
sponding weeks last year. One of these is New 
York, where the increase is largely, and may be 
wholly, due to activity in stock speculations. An- 
other is New Orleans, where there has been an 
enormous speculation in local securities, and 
though a marked improvement in real estate trans- 
actions and values is reported, commercial busi- 
ness generally is dull. Boston, Louisville, and 
Pittsburg are the only cities at which there appears 
a substantial improvement in values paid, 
not attributable mainly to speculative op- 
erations. The loss at  &t. Louis is 
insignificant, and that city seems to sustain 
itself very well. Baltimore and Cincinnati report 
comparatively small losses, less, probably, than 
the average decline in prices. But the decline at 
Philadelphia has been large all the season, and 
there have been continuous losses at Milwaukee 
and Chicago ever since the collapse of the specula- 
tion in grain, which was based upon the war in 
Europe. The loss at Milweukee is especially 
large, because of the comparative failure of the 
supply of wheat, while Chicago, dealing more 
largely in corn and other grain and provisions, has 
had a very fair business until a month ago. The 
exchanges for two weeks, ending June 16, were:

E. M. Ford, the bookkeeper, was not present at 
the McArthur investigation yesterday morning,

This manner of drawing checks was pur- 
sued at the suggestion of Mr. Gage. the Cashier of 
the bank, and also for the purpose of saving Gen. 
McArthur the trouble of drawing the moncy him- 
self. The witness refused to answer the question 
as to what Gen. McArthur gald he wauted that 
$2,000 for, on the ground that his answer would 
lug in the matter of the Post-Office money and 
might tend to criminate himself. Thereupon, Mr. 
Ela brought forth Judge Blodgett's order requiring 
him to answer such questions. The witness ac- 
knowledged the weight of this superior authority, 
and, in answer to the question, stated that Gen. 
McArthur told him that he wanted the money to 
return, but he didn't believe Gen. McArtnar told 
him where he had got it. Witness knew Gen. Mc- 
Arthur was furnishing money froin time to time, 
but he didn’t know the dates or amounts put in, 
with some exceptions, until the end of the year 
1876. when the investments were entered up from 
the General's memoranda. He did not have ex- 
clusive charge of the books. Hie brother was the 
bookkeeper, while he was the general manager of 
the business, and was also in the habit of ordering 
entries to be made, trial balances to oe drawn of, 
etc. The money thus put in was currency, and 
was either handed to witness or put into the 
aafe. He considered himself so responsible 
for the cash account, he admitted, in answer to 
another question, that he charged himself with the 
money he was short in balancing cash. Yet he did 
not make any memoranda of the amounts Gen. 
McArtbur put into the business, except what Gen.

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POLITICRL HISTORY. 


‘Jas NOBLE AND DIGNIFIED PIETY oF “THE 
FATHERS OF THE. REPUBLIC.” 


The following account of the religious aspect 
of the inaugural ceremonies attending the tirst 
installation of Washington as President of the 
United States is compiled from the proceedings 
of Congress, and will be found of interest to a 
large class of readers. It shows, better than 
any mere description could do, the general 
prevalence of religious ideas at the time of the 
Revolution, including a recognition of*God 
as the “Governor of Nations.“ pulling down 
one and setting up another through the opera- 
tions of His providence. The stately utter- 
ances of the high functionaries of the new Na- 
tional Government are full of geatitude for the 
pastand of faith for the future. The piety 
they utter is the piety of victorious warriors 
and statesmen, deeply assured that the justice 
of their cause has received the approval of 


“the Great Arbiter of the Universe.“ But let 
them for themselves. 

On Thursday, April 30, 1789, after taking the 
oath of office, George ashington addressed 
the Senate and House of Kepresentatives as 
follows: 

It wonld be peculiarly improper to omit in this. 
my first official act, any fervent supplications to 
that Almighty Being who rules over the universe; 
who presides iu the councils of nations, and whose 

aids can supply every human defect, 
His benediction may c@msecrate, to the liber- 
ties and happiness of the pevple of the United 
Bites, a government, instituted by themselves, 
and may enable every instrument employed in its 
administration to execute with success the func- 
tions allotted to his charge. In tendering this 
homage to the great Author of every @ublic and 
private good, I assure myeelf that it expresses yous 
sentiments not less than my own, por those of my 
fellow-citazens at large less than either. No peo! 
can be bound to acknowledge and adore the 
ble hand which conducts the affairs of men 
ple of the United States. Every 
which they have advanced to the character 
ndent nation seems to have been dis- 
hed by some token of Providential agency,

Jike nuns in aconvent. For a time the 


most exacting and difficult trust which bas been 
undertaken by them is the management of the 
House of Mercy. Nine hundred and three per- 
sons have been admitted into the house since 
the Sisters took charge, and it now bas a larger 
number of inmates than ever. The Chaplain of 
the house saysin his report: The care and 
anxiety devolved upon the Sisters in the man- 
agement of the institution cannot be adequate- 
ly described in words, nor would a call aud in- 
spection of the houseftell the whole story. One 
must reside in the midst of the work for days 
in order to be ina position to appreciate the 
life which the Sisters are compelled to lead. 
This they do cheerfully and with good courage, 
not as a spasmotie effort, but holding on from 
year to year as a privilege to serve in the hard 
bondage with vigor for Christ’s sake.“ 

Besides the schools, the hospital, the infirma- 
ry, and the asylum which are under their charge 
in New York, the Sisterhood established in 1573 
an institution known as St. Mary's School in 
Memphis, Tenn. Like all the schools which are 
founded by them, the Memphis School is at 
once an educational seminary and a home for 
the Sisterhood. To make the last secure is their 
first object, and their house in Memphis is re- 
garded by them as a centre to which the chari- 
table charges which — 1 purpose undertaking 
in the neighborhood will be necessarily attach- 
ed. They have already assumed the manage- 
ment of the large Orphan Asylum in the city by 
invitation of the Trustees and they are con- 
templating a further extension of their charita- 
ble work in a short time. They propose to 
found, in the course of the next few years, a 
home of their Order in one of the leading cities 
of the West, and thus obtain a foothold in the 
three great sections of the country. 

Apart, however, from what the Order has done 
or intends to do, a special interest attaches to 
their natural lives. These black-robed Sisters 
who pass through the crowded streets on their 
errands of 22 and mercy are women of re- 
finement and culture, many of whom are still 
youngand personally attractive. What motives 
have led them togive up so much that the 
worlds holds dear and choose the colorless life 
of a religieuse and the cross of a Sister of Mercy 
is a secret than which none are more sacredly 
guarded. Manyof these who are received as 
postulants by the mistress of the novices have 
sadder and graver faces than is natura! for girls 
so young, but the traces of sadness, as a rule, it 
is said, do not endure, but are replaced by a uni- 
formly cheerful gravity. The strictly convent 
life of one novice or Sister will serve as atype of 
the lives of all. 

Some years ago a young lady of unusual 
beauty and culture applied to the Mother Supe- 
rior to be admitted as a novice. She belonged 


‘toa wealthy Southern family, and had been 


bora and vartly educated in opeof the Southern 
States. Tocomplete her education she had 
lived for some years in a Northern city, and 
during her residence in the North haa become 
strongly desirous of joining the Sisterhood of 
St. Mary. Her parents were Unitarians and 
decidedly disapproved the daughter’s plan. It 
is a rule of the Sisterhood to admit none as 
novices without the cousent of their parents. 
The young lady continued, however, so anxious 
to enter the novitiate that her parents at last 
yielded to her representations and entreaties, 
and she was received as a postulant, as the 
novice is termed during the first six months 
of her trial. On entering the house where 
those in training for the Sisterhood are re- 
quired to live, she was placed under the 
eharge of a Sister called the mistress of the 
novices. She put on the black dress, which all 
novices wear, and which is like that worn by the 
Sisters themselves. There is no girdle about 
the waist, such as the Sisters wear, however, 
and the broad white collar about the neck is 
differently cut. A plain cross hangs by a black 
cord upon the breast, and a white cap. slightly 
different from that of the Sisters, covers the 
whole head 
o’clock in the morning the novice rises and the 
office of rum is said at 6:30. At 7 o'clock the 
celebration of the boly communion takes place, 
and the novices breakfast at 8. From 8:30 till ¥ 
the time is devoted to religious meditation, and 
from the hour of rising no words must be 
spoken, except on the most imperative business. 
At 9 o'clock the working hours, as they are 
called, begin. Tne novice is instructed in all the 
usua! houschold cares, except the most laborious, 
and she is required to perform certain fixed duties 
each day. Instruction is also given by the mis- 
tress of the novices, who has almost the sole 
charve of them, upon religious subjects, and a 
— of the time is devoted to the study of 
he books of the Church. At 12 o’clock the 
novices say Sext, and then lunch is served. 
After lunch they are required to work till 3 
o’clock, when they say the None. From 12 till 
8 they are silent, and these three hours are so 
set apart in memory of the three hours during 
which the Savior suffered upon the cross. After 
the None, work again begins and continues until 
5:30, when vespers are said. The novices dine 
at 6. and havea recreation hour” after dinner. 
At 8:30 they sav Compline, after which come 
meditation and Lauds at 9 o’clock. At that 
bur the novices retire, and on the commence- 
ment of next day rise and go through exactiv 
the same routine. After 8:30 at night no word 
must be spoken till 8:30 on the next morning, 

This routine maks up the life of a novice for 
two years at least, and the time is frequently 
extended to four and even to five years. No 
woman enters the novitiate until she is 18 years 
old. and none becomes a Sister of St. Mary un- 
til she is 25. The discipline of these years of 
trial is copfessedly severe. If the trials and re- 

uirements are not cheerfully sustained and 

ulfiiled, she can no longer remain as a novice. 
A number have entered the novitiate with en- 
thusiasm but never finished it. 

At the end of her novitiate, the young lady 
whose story has been sketched, came before tive 
Chapter of the Sisterhood. She was admitted 
to the Order bya vote of the Chapter, two-thirds 
of whom must give their assent. On being re- 
ceived as a Sister, her novice’s dress was 
changed for the uniform apparel of the 
Order, and, insteadjof a plain cross, she wore 
from that time one upon which silver lilies were 
engraven. The life of a Sister of St. Mary is 
like that of a novice, except that during the 


working hours the Sisters go out more freely 
among the people who need their care. A. 


e rarely, if ever, leaves the house except 
for exercise in the grounds. The Sisters receive 
visitors at certain hours, but the novices live 

icu- 
lar Sister who has been ken of remained in 
New York, living at the School of St. Mary, in 
the city, and teaching with more than common 
success. In 1873 she went to Memphis, Tenn., 
and took the position of Sister Superior of the 
large school which was found(there by the Order 
in that year. Her Southern birth and singular 
attractiveness of manner assisted her efforts at 
the start, and the skill with which the school 
has been conducted has now ingured its suc-

tles St. Peter and St. Paul are in the “‘Confes- 
sion of the great Basilica on the Vatican, 
adorned with ever-burning lamps, fea with oil 
from the Mount of Olives. At the same time, 
also, it was decided to reconstruct the high altar 
itself upon a “nobler plan,“ and while these 
works were in progress, the relics of the Seven 
Maccabees, known to have been deposited iu 
the church. were discovered and verified, and 
for them a third altar became uecessary. 

It was with the consecration of t hese three 
altars on Sunday morning that the religious 
celebrations connected with Pius IX.’s Episcopal 
Jubilee commenced, and to it all the pilgrims 
in Rome crowded. The interior of the church 
was decorated with that unequaled skill the 
ecclesiastical upholsterers in Rome alone pos- 
sess, and that to a degree which almost raises 
the arrangement of church hangings to the dig- 
nity of a fine art. Down the flutipgs of the 
Corinthian columns which divide the aisles from 
the nave were hung broad ribands of cloth of 
gold. The same material was employed upon 
and upon the features of the 
arches above, to an extent few could have 
dared to use without knowing how to 
balance its effect by the color of the hangings 
between the columns, and the velvet and silk 
paneling above arranged like a wall inlaid with 
rosso-antico and other marbles. Perhaps the ef- 
fect would have been gaudy with the full glare 


‘of day upon it, but lit up with the soft light of 
hundreds of wax candles in chandeliers festooned 


from the ceiling, it had all the beauty one may 
suppose to have belonged to the Golden House 
whose ruins lie close beneath. The ceremony 
of consecration was performed by Cardinal 
Simeoni, assisted by the Canons and Regulars 
of the Arch Confraternity, to whom the care 
of the chains is confided;.and while this was 
going forward at the high altar and those 
beneath, masses were being celebrated at all 
the others, excepting one where the crowd was 
denser than befare any, and continually chang- 
ing. On going closer I saw that to the inside of 
a handsome casket lined with crimson velvet, 
was attached one end of an iron chain of flat 
link, each about two inches in length, and alto- 
gether about two yards long, while the other 
end was held by a priest, who kept rapidly 
pressing the last link to the lips and foreheads 
of the people as they came up. knelt down, and 
gave way to others in continued succession. As 
I stood watching this, the Cardinal, attended by 
all the clergy, came in procession down the nave 
and through the crowd to the altar on the right of 
the door, and returned with four men bearing on 
their shoulders a velvet stand on which was a 
large urn-like vase, and great wax torches blaz- 
ine around it. It contained, I was told, the 
relics of the Maccabees, and they were being 
conveyed to their resting-place in the new altar 
which had been prepared for them. The

rand as ceremony W splendidly as 
the Basilica was — 4 was nothing 
sufficiently distinct from other ecclesiastical 
pageants to mark it as connected either with 
the — 12 or the pilgrims who have come 
to visit him; but outside the church the 
scene had its special characteristics, dif- 
fereut from anything that has 
held in Rome within the memory of 
man. Those who have been here will remem- 
ber that in front of the Church of St. Pietro in 
Vinculis there is a kind of 2 vestibule, an 
arcade — the one remaining side, in fact, of the 
ancient atrium — closed in with iron railings. 
Imagine this vestibule and the extensive plat- 
form before it well filled with people, and 
turned into a fancy fair for the sale of objects 
of devotion of such infinite variety and in- 
genuity oi contrivance that a simple list would 
ll a column. Each opening between the piers 
was a separate stall, and upon. the railings the 
articles were bung and set forth advan- 
tageously to attract the pilgrims. Within 
the arcade were other stalls improvised 
upon the stone bench extending along the 
facalle wall of the church, and at the end 
a large table devoted exclusively to ihe sale of 
miniature copies of the chains of Peter in steel. 
in silver, and iu silver-gilt heaped up in piles 
upon it, and a very busy trade the man who 
kept it seemed to drive. But the sellers were 
not content to sit by their warés and serve such 
customers as came up; each had his or her as- 
sistant busy among the crowd. Certainly they 
were not fair ladies, perhaps of high degree, as 
at a fashionable bazaar, but they performed ex- 
actly the same office,—only you were not asked 
tofraifie for anything or dip your hands in 
lucky-bags. Here was a young urchin with bare 
feet and a pair of laughing black eyes like dia- 
monds, holding up before you a Uttle 
bronze model of St. Peter his 
throne, “* Ci Sranchi.”’ There was 
another with miniature busts of the Pope three 
or four inches in * crying d Santo Padre 
molto somigiiante il Santo Papre; voule com- 
prure ? omen with their arms covered with 
rosaries, men with sets of photographs bound 
together, all the principal buildings of Rome, 
for twenty sous, and a number of other things, 
wended their way in and out among the crowd, 
and were doing evidently a good business. One 
man had a packet of photographs for which he 
found arapid sale. It wasanew picture,—at 
one side was the Pontifical tarone raised high 
upon a flight of steps, above it the dome, 
and over it in the sky, in letters of light 
forming an arch, the word ‘infallibility.”” On 
the ground at the foot of the steps kneels the 
Pope on a cushion looking up to St. Peter, who, 
from heaven extends the keys to him. Behind 
St. Peter are a number of saints, and he points 
aloft with his leit hand to a figure of the Im- 
maculate Conception. By the side of the Pope 
stands a boy angel with his mitre and crozier, 
and before him are grouped three others, one 
with the tiara and triple cross, another with the 
chalice and wafers upou it, and a third pointing 
to a tablet bearing the word “‘Syllabua,”’ and in 
the background is St. Peter's, with the words 
„Vatican Cicumenical Council,” placed rain- 
bow fashion around the dome. 

Yesterday morning at St. Peter's Cardinal 
Borromeo “ pontificated”’ in place of his Holi- 
ness, celebrating at the high altar, which is ex- 
clusively reserved to the Pope, or one who by 
special Bull, as in this instance, directly repre- 
sents him. Some expected. that everything 
would be prepared and arranged as at those 
great Functions of the past—that the Pontifical 
throne would be placed in the accustomed spot, 
but would be tenantless. Thev were, however, 
disappointed, no special arrangements were 
made, the Papal choir aid not sing, nor at the 
Elevation were the silver trumpets sounded in 
the dome. The music, nevertheless, was very 
fine; it was given by a double choir, accom- 
panied by the twe great movable organs, one 
placed on each side of the tribune, with sup- 
plemental stringed instruments. There were 
no places set apart for the diplomatic 
corps or distinguished strangers. No other 
Cardinals were present; in fact, it was nothing 
more than the ordinary high mass, with the 
Cardinal Archpriest celebrating at the high 
altar instead of atone of the others. The at- 
tendance also was by no means large,—that is 
to say for St. Peter’s,—but it must be remem- 
bered that great asis the number of pilgrims 
who have come, the Vatican has very judicious- 
ly arranged that their arrival shall be scattered 
over a period of six .weeks; that as hundreds 
come other hundreds shall leave, and, there- 
fore, the number in Rome at anv one time bas 
never been so great as might have been suppos- 
ed, or borne any proportion to the total. At

The absolution is omitted 
in the visitation of the sick. The words of cer- 
tainty in the burial are replaced 
by words of hope. Certain passages 
in the lage service are omitted. A 

uestion answer have been inserted in 
the catechism, explanatory, in the Protestant 
sense, of the mannerin w Christ’s body is 
received in the sacrament. The preface con- 
tains a protest against cucharistic worship of 
Christ, or of his body and blood, under the ele- 
ments. It affirms liberty as regards the inter- 
pretation of the baptismal srrvice, and protests 
t Auricular Sacramental Confession.“ 

The statutes to legalize the revision go into 
effect June 30. 1878. inthe House of Bishops, 


the Primate. the Archbishop of Dublin, and the 


Bishops of Down and Derry, voted against re- 
vision. They were outvoted bya majority of 


one.

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DECORATIVE ART. 
FIRST CIRCULAR OF THE CHICAGo SOCIETY. 
The Chicago Society of Decorative Art is 
affiliated with the New York Society and while 
the Chicago Society is a local society, and that 
of New York a national one, the objects of both 
are substantially the same. The declaration of 
the purposes of the Society as defined in Art. 
II. of its Constitution states: 
The objects of the Society are the establishment 
of room for the exhibition of women's work, the 
promotion and diffusion of a kpowledge of decora- 


tive art among women, and their training in 
artistic industries. 

The general character of the mevement will 
probably be better understood by the accom- 
panying circular of the New York Society: 

A large and influential society has been formed 
in New York for the following objects: 

I. To establish g place for the exhibition and 
sale of sculptures, painting, wood carvinga, lace 
work, art and ecclesiastieal needle work, tapestrics 
or decorative work of any description done by 
women, which shall be of superior excellence to 
meet the recently stimulated demand for such work. 

Il. To encourage profitable industries among 
women for furnisning instruction in art work, in 
— decoration of pottery. and by distributing in- 
ormation concerning the various art industries 
which have been found remunerative in other 
countries. 

III. To make connections with potteries by 
which desirable forms may be procured or orig- 
inal designs executed; and with manufacturers and 
importers of the Various materials used in art 
work by which artists may profit. 

IV. To endeavor to obtain orders from dealers 
in china, cabinet work, or articles of household 
art througbout the United States. 

V. Teinduce each artist to master thoroughly 
the details cf one kind of decoration, and to try to 
—— for her work a reputation of commercial 
value. „ 

Auxiliary committees will be formed in other 
cities and towns of the United States, which shall 
receive and pronounce upon work produced in or 
in the vicinity of such places, and which, if ap- 
proved by them, may be commence to thesales- 
rvom in New Tork. It is béiifved that, by Mie en- 
couragement of this Society, the large amount of 
artistic work done by those who do not make ita 
profession will be broaght to the notice of buyers 
a limited circle of friends. 

It is intended to establish a high order of excel- 
lence in what is offered to the public. To this. 
end, the contributions of all women artists of 
acknowledged ability are earnestly requested, and 
it is also hoped that, by seeing decorative work of 
truly artistic character, mayy artists who have 
found the painting of pictures uaremunerative 
may turn their efforts in more practical directions. 

Ail work approved by the Committee of Ex- 
amination will be attractively exhibited witbout 
expense to the artist; but, in case of sale, a com- 
mission of 10 per cent will be charged upon the 
price received. 

The necessary expenses of-the Society for the 
first and possibly the second year will be defrayed 
by a — 11 fee of $5 and by donations, bat 
after that time it is expected that all expenses 
will be met by commissions upon the sale of 
articles consigned to it. 

Freight and express charges must in all cases be 
prepaid by those who consign work to salesrooms. 

As soon as the necessary funds shail be ob- 
tained to justify the expenses, suitable rooms 
convenient of access will be opened in Chicago, 
where the work contributed for exhibition or 
sale, or both, will be received and appropriately 
displayed. 

The movement is a new one, and it is hoped 
will develop both an agreeable and remunera- 
tive employment of artistic talent which now 
to a great extent lies dormant. 

The Society has adopted aconstitution, and is 
governed by a Board of Managers and an Ex- 
ecutive Committee, that reports to its monthly 
meetings. 

The co-operation of all who sympathise with 
the movement is earnestly solicited. The fee 
for membership is $5.

»STRIKING CONTRASTS.

New York, Jane 21.—After the excitement 
attending the debut of the early June novelties, 
there usually mes aweek or two of calm, 
during which all manners of rare surprises are 
prepared that we may be simultaneously wearied 
by the heat and finery of July. Every new cos- 
tume revéals some striking contrast, and the 
more bizarre and prononce this is, the more ele- 
gant the costume is considered. One handsome 
costume is of myrtle-green damasse, the dress, 
made in the Princess form, being open down 
the front.

CHESS BY CORRESPONDENCE. 

We take the following from the Louisville Con- 
| rier-Journail of the 18th inst. The introductory 
remarks are, 'n several respects, erroneous. The 
Chicago Chess Association, as such, was not con- 
cerned in the game. That Association was not organ- 
ized until the 27th May, and no challenge therefore 
emanated from it or any of its members as eariy as 
February. As we understand, this game was com- 
menced by several gentlemen of this city in re- 
sponse to an invitation from a gentleman of Louis- 
ville. who afterwards, according to an understand- 
ing. enlisted in behalf of his colors several other 
gentlemen of that city of acknowledged strength 
at the royal game. A similar privilege was exer- 
cised by the gentlemen of this city, Messrs. 8. 8. 
Miller, k. S. Watts, and J. B. Blair, who advised 
with Mr. J. D. Adair. Mr. Morgan was in no man- 
ner a party to it. The weakness of the important 
moves for the defense would be too severé a com- 
ment on his power. After the finieh, which was 


well and skilfully played by the attack, a proposi- 
tion was made by the defense for two additional 
games, which was, for the present, declined. We 
hope Judge Ballard, Mr. Nichols, and their asso- 
cites, will reconsider their refusal to pick up the 
gauntlet instantly:

Nobody wants a copy 
of anything now, and the simple pictures that 
pleased the last generation do not at ail satisfy the 
presentage. One artist in town here, who painted 
a clump of apple-bloseoms, several years ago, in a 
pretty way, was raved over for a while, and sold 
twenty copies of the work. He cannot sell one 
now. No one wants apple-biossoms when his 
whole circle of friends has the same identical pict- 
ure. Another artist here, who paints pretentious 
landscapes, and succeeded, by good dinners and an 
assumption of tone, in sellinga good many of 
them to wealthy purchasers at several thousand 
doilars apiece,—who, in other words, painted for 
money, and not for art, —findi the age now moving 
pasthim.

New York, June 21.—Judge Hilton bas pos- 
sibly made a mistake; he certainly has made 3 
sensation. In this regard his name will take 
rank with that of the vanished Hall or the in- 
carcérated Tweed. The telegraph can hardly 
have given you adequate idea of the tempest 
raised here by the manifesto against the “‘ Selig- 
man Jews.” Everybody has felt called upon to add 
a breath, the Gentiles rather exceeding the Jews 
in their contributions of wind. Were the Grand 
Union built less solidly it would surely be blown 
off its foundations, and as it is, the new tower, 
with its commanding view of Lake Saratoga 
and John Morrissey’s race course, may be ex- 
pected to totter from its airy place at 
almost any moment. The least excited people 
are those most interested, the Jews them- 
selves. ‘These recognize the fact that there is a 
large amount of personal feeling involved, and 
incline to let Messrs. Hilton and Seligman have 
their quarrel out by themselves. The wiser 
among them are aware that to raise the ques- 
tion of race is rarely attended with anything but 
disadvantage to the agitators. If they have 
money to invest in a summer-resort,and one ho- 
tel will not receive them, there are stilf plenty 
of hotels that will. Asone of the Newport pro- 
prietors frankly said: We take everybody we 
can get, and want more.“ 
- WHAT JUDGE HILTON HAS DONE, 
aside from any personal motives, is simply to 
make public a policy which various hotel pro- 
prietors have quietly and strategically pursued. 
Nor is it a new policy, any more than the ques- 
tion of taking Jews as guests is anew question 
at the watering-places and elsewhere. The dif- 
ference is, that the managers of the Grand 
Union say to applicants, ‘‘ We do not admit Jews 
to our house;” while the managers of various 
other botels have been in the habit of telling 
the same fact by the polite paraphrase, “ Ex- 
tremely sorry, sir, but our rooms are all eu- 
gaged.” That this is true, any observing per- 
son who has made the round of the high-toned 
hotels, not alone at summer-resorts, but 
in the larger cities, can properly testify. 
Yet now that Judge Hilton has nad 
the independence to speak out the fact, 
mearly every hotel proprietor holds 
up his hands in well-affected wonder, then opens 
wide his arms, metaphorically speaking, in wel- 
come to the persecuted but promptly-paying 
Jew. Such is nature and business. Many Jews 
are Pharisees, but not all Pharisees are Jews. 
THE GENERAL VERDICT 
is, that Judge Hilton has done a very silly and 
injudicious thing, whether viewed from a busi- 
ness or personal standpoint. The summer aris- 
tocracy are delighted with the new dispensation, 
and many members thereof will betake them- 
selves betimes to the Grand Union.

THE HARLEM REGATTA, 

rowed on Monday, is the event of the season among 
the amateur oarsmen of this section, yet it excites 
little attention outside of the personal friends 
of the club-men. The exhibition of skill at the 
oar is not surpassed anywhere by non-profes- 
sionals, and rarely by these. The course is a 
beautiful one for short races, easily accessible, 
and with splendid opportunities for spectators. 
But while 
ple to witness a singie contest, the young 
athietes of the New York clubs must be content 
with bundreds, though the programme embrace 
half a dozen races, including a four-oared and 
six-oared with coxswain, and though Columbia 
College is represented in nearly every struggle. 
It may be that the Harlem course is too near 
home, or that there is too much boating going 
on there every day for any special occasion to be 
widely attractive. Whatever the reason, the 
fact remains thut a first-class regatta was rowed 
in close proximity to a million and more of peo- 
ple, but a few hundred of whom knew anything 
of it. It was to this Harlem annual that Curtis, 
of Chicago, and Yates, of Michigan, were in the 
habit of coming and carrying off the rich and 
elegant prizes offered by the wealthy and aris- 
tocratic association of clubs whose houses dot 
the river above the Harlem bridge. Willing to 
do anything to rank first, the Atalanta, or 
Dauntless, or Argonauta Club would take these 
foreign scullers into membership, pay their ex- 
penses, and send them home with the prize, 
only too glad to have the championship in their 
club. Those clubs which had no man to match 
Curtis tried every means to bar out theinvaders, 
and finally turned the tables by securing 
Courtney, who proved himself at 

easily first of amateur oarsmen, as a bete noir to 
SCARE OFF THE WESTERNERS. 

The plan succeeded, and a single trial was 
enough to break up the manifestly unfair 
method of rivalry. 

The trip from down-town fo the Harlem 
course is of itself worth the making, and forms 
a charming excursion for a hot day. The little 
side-wheel steamers Sylvan Dell, Sylvan Stream, 
etc., paddle the water ata speed of twenty miles 
an hour. The East River is interesting all the 
way up, and at High Bridge, the northern ter- 
minus, the scenery is delightfully picturesque.

arches the boats glide as the oarsmen are swing- 
ing back and forth im the tinal spurt. The cur- 
rent runs unevenly, and at times strong, but 
there is little advantage in position.
